s u i t labor, but millions of Europeans are immigrating 
to South America, and if cotton growing is made at­ 
tractive enough, it will be produced in quantity. 
If we tell European countries they can not sell their j 
goods in this country withing being penalized, we can j 
not expect them to buy our products if they can do with- j 
out them, or can procure them from some other place.!

OKLAHOMA CITY,

When the secretary of state! ciders j 
a few pencils from the state board , 
of public affairs, th*.: states pur-1 
chasing agent, the order ie handled! 
twentv-nine times' before the se* re- j 
tary of state gets his pencil*. 
Furthermore, before the alate pays 
for the pencils the order for pay­ 
ment must po three departments 
before the warrant is issued. And 
even then the warrant is still to 
be cashed. 
The whole transaction, purchase, 
delivery, payment, 
after 
this 
is 
still subject to two or three aud­ 
its and recherkings before the rec­ 
ord finally has a chance to eoUect 
dust in the files. 
Even when 
it 
lapses into that comatose condition 
it is still easily availaole that any­ 
one can, in thirty seconds, two or 
three years later, revive it and learn 
what was paid for the pencils, who 
sold them, who bought them, and, in 
fact, everything about the deal. 
if the purchase is of only one 
dozen pencils, or one, for that mat­ 
ter, the board is compelled by law 
to get at least two firms to bid their 
prices. With the specifications exact, 
the board then 
buys 
from 
the 
samples of the firm that m a d e the 
lowest bid. 
Five complete sets of records are 
kept of every transaction made by 
the board of public affairs. 
A Great Shopper. 
Last week the board purchased,! 
among other thing-, $125,000 worth! 
of groceries, $50,000 worth of fresh! 
meats, $35,000 worth of dry goods 
and $4,500 worth of shoes. One day; 
last week twenty-three carload ship­ 
ments of cement, coal, flour, feed 
and building materials were purchas­ 
ed by the board. 
The board is now in the midst of 
its annual fall buying, purchasing 
supplies for the winter for all state I 
institutions. 
Requisitions 
are 
on 
hand for nearly $750,000 worth of 
supplies, ranging from canned corn 
to woolen underwear and caps with 
ear flaps. 
The board of public affairs does 
a business of more than $10,000,000 
annually, yet never a cent is paid 
out by the board. A f< w checks or 
orders for payment are received, but 
they are lever cashed by the board. 
The board never pays for anything. 
Th** only source of receipts it has 
is trom counties which pay to the 
board expenses of their residents 
who have been committed to one of 
the state insane asylums. The re­ 
ceipts are turned over to the state 
treasurer.

By form­ 
ing the seed beds and cultivating 
them in the late winter and early 
spring you let Hie air into the aoli. 
which will tend to give it life and 
warmth, causing a live warm apii 
full of bacteria which is so essen­ 
tial to a cotton crop.
